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County Plan to Revise Voting 
Precincts Distresses Council

The Greenbelt City Council on November 28 vehemently op¬ 
posed a proposal by the Prince Georges Board of Supervisors of 
Elections that would rearrange and split Greenbelt precincts for 
general elections. A hearing to discuss the feasibility of this pro¬ 
posal will be held at the Greenbelt Municipal Building on Monday 
December 5 at 8 p.m. 

The proposal revises Greenbelt’s three precincts (21st District) 
3 (Center School), 6 (North End School) and 8 (Springhill Ele¬ 
mentary) and also Precincts 9 (Greenbelt Junior High) and 11 
(Magnolia Elementary), polling places for non-residents. 

CouiiGii was disturbed that the ments, which they felt would de¬ 


city had not been notified of the 
meeting. It had learned of the 
hearing when the room was re¬ 
served by the County. Officially in 
vited were Maryland United States 
Senators and Representatives, State 
and County elected officials. Central 
Committee chairpersons, Party Ar¬ 
ea Coordinators, Precinct Chair¬ 
persons and chief judges of Elec¬ 
tions. A spokesman for the Board 
of Elections said that: (1) the Board 
is a state agency concerned only 
with Federal, State and County 
elections, not with municipalities, 
that (2) input was needed from 
those persons to help the board 
make a decision and that (3) revi¬ 
sions are needed in order to avoid 
long lines at the polls. The Board 
feels that 1,000 voters at each pre¬ 
cinct would be ideal. Changes are 
proposed in the county at precincts 
that appear to be too large. 

City Concerns 

A major problem confronting the 

city if precinct boundaries are 
changed and new polling places ad¬ 
ded is the requirement by the city 
code that precinct alignments for 
municipal elections be the same as 
those for the general elections. The 
city could change the code by or¬ 
dinance if it wanted to maintain its 
present precinct structure. How¬ 
ever, council said it would be con¬ 
fusing and a disservice to the 
Greenbelt voter to have different 
polling places for different elections. 

The new proposal by the Board of 
Elections would (1) split the Spring- 
hill Lake Apartment development 
into two precincts - one at Precinct 
8 (SHL Elementary) and the other 
at Precinct 9 (GJH), where West¬ 
chester Park Apartment Develop¬ 
ment would also vote, (2) add one 
more polling place at the Greenbelt 
Fire House (Precinct 14) and re 
align Center and North End Pre¬ 
cincts (3 and 6) and (3) add a new 
polling place at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (Precinct 13) where 
residents of Greenbelt developments 
- Greenbriar, Glen Oaks and Wind¬ 
sor Green—would vote, as well as 
Goddard Space Village Apts., Chel¬ 
sea Woods and Braebrook. Green- 
briar voters now vote at Center 
School. 

Council decried the new align- 


stroy the integrity of Greenbelt’s 
boundaries and lead to a lack of 
political cohesiveness within the 
community. Council is insistent 
that the city maintain the same 
precinct alignments as in general 
elections, and is also particularly 
concerned about the additional costs 
to the city which would be incurred 
in municipal elections since six pol¬ 
ling places, instead of three, would 
be needed if the proposed changes 
are adopted. 

Council adopted Councilman Gil 
Weidenf eld's motion that “voting 
precincts in Greenbelt comprise 
residents who live within the muni¬ 
cipal boundaries.” Council had no 
objection to non-residents continu¬ 
ing to vote at GJH, where no Green¬ 
belt residents currently vote.) 

Weidenfeld also pointed out that 
at some time in the future there 
probably will be a need for a separ¬ 
ate precinct. for Qreen- 

briar and Windsor Green. (Thirty- 
five Greenbriar residents were reg¬ 
istered in the September 1977 city 
election.) Councilman Thomas 

White saw the proposed rearrange¬ 
ment as premature since the new 
census figures would be coming out 
in 1980. Councilman Schwan 

thought there ought to be a way for 
the Board to accomplish its objec¬ 
tives without bringing non-Green- 
belters into Greenbelt polling pre¬ 
cincts. 

The City's position will be presen ¬ 
ted by Mayor Richard Pilski and 
councilman Schwan at next Mon¬ 
day’s hearing.

REP. SPELLMAN TAKES INITIATIVE 
ON PARKWAY PEDESTRIAN BRIDGE

Concerned that students have been crossing the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway to walk to and from the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS), Congresswoman Gladys Spellman has been 
pressing for a pedestrian overpass to solve this serious problem. 


At a recent meeting with Slade 
Caltrider, District Engineer of the 
State Highway Administration 
(SHA) Emil Elinsky, Division Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Federal Highway 
Administration (FHA), and other 
officials, Congresswoman Spellman 
briefed the group on the serious 
safety hazards involved and the 
need for quick action to avert a 
tragedy. 

After Elinsky and Caltrider had 
looked into the matter and reported 
back to her, Spellman said, “It ap¬ 
pears that we could take positive 
action.” Caltrider's recommendation 
was to build a pedestrian cross¬ 
walk over the Parkway “which 
would connect east and west Green¬ 
belt. This . . . overpass would ac¬ 
commodate those pedestrians wish¬ 
ing to visit the commercial and rec¬ 
reational centers on the west side 
of the Parkway and the . . . High 
School on the east side ...” 

Bernard M. Evans, State Highway 
Administrator, however, recommen¬ 
ded that steps be taken to imple¬ 
ment the overpass through the ser¬ 
vices of the National Park Service. 
Since the Parkway at the present 
time is owned and maintained by 
the National Park Service, SHA is 
not in a position, to move forward 
with implementation of the pedes¬ 
trian overpass. Federal funds must 
be used for the project. 

In a letter (November 10) to Sec¬ 
retary of Transportation Brock 
Adams, alerting him to the problem, 
Congresswoman Spellman noted 
that “Federal monies have been set 
aside for the eventual reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Parkway. “It would 
seem to me,” she said, “that these 
funds could be utilized for the con¬ 
struction of this walkway.” She 
urged that the Secretary give his 
approval for the implementation of 
the overpass project: since “it 
clearly is important that we provide 
these youngsters with a safe means 
of transit across this highway as 
soon as possible.” 

History 

The need to provide for safe pe¬ 
destrian traffic between ERHS and 
the city of Greenbelt was brought 
to the attention of public officials 
by Howard Savage, ERHS Safety 
Committee Chairman. Letters were 
written to public officials and an 
appeal was made at the recent 
county executive’s Town Meeting. 

In response, Congresswoman 
Spellman assured Savage that "pre¬ 
venting any future accidents is a 
priority with me ... I will continue 
to monitor this problem closely un¬ 
til we can be assured of a positive 
solution,” 

State Senator Edward T. Conroy 
informed Savage of his concern and 
interest in the project, noting that 
during the 24th District Legislative 
meeting on October 22 in Green¬ 
belt, he had brought up' the subject 
and stressed its priority. Conroy 
has contacted Caltrider and others. 

Council Action 

The City Council at its November 
28 meeting reiterated its position 
that construction of the overpass 
must start as soon as possible and 
not wait for reconstruction of the 
Parkway, which is now in the plan¬ 
ning stage. Their position will be 
conveyed to Federal/State officials

On Thursday, December 1 the 
Greenbelt Police Department will 
launch its Public Safety Commun¬ 
ity Awareness Program by meeting 
with Charlestowne Village residents 
at Charlestowne North. The Com 
munity Awareness Program was 
conceived by the Department for 
various reasons, primarily to foster 
the growth of communication and 
to create a working relationship 
between the police and Greenbelt 
residents. 

This project encompasses the en¬ 
tire Greenbelt Police Department 
but involves a specific team of of¬ 
ficers assigned to the program. Lt. 
John C. Krob, Chief of Field Ser¬ 
vices, will head the team, as this is 
a Field Service project. Sgt. Phil¬

lips R. Coombes will be team leader 
and Pfc. David Fulgham in charge 
of press releases. Pfc. Paul C. Du 
prat will serve as Coordinator for 
Emergency Response and Officer 
Charles V. Watkins is the Commun¬ 
ity Relations Officer. 

The program involves the Fire 
Department as well as the Police 
Department. An advisory board to 
the program has been created, com¬ 
posed of Public Safety Director 
James K. Giese, Chief of Police 
William T, Lane, Gary Courtois of 
the State Attorney’s Office as legal 
advisor and Bernard T. Womack, 
the District Court Commissioner. 
The representative of the press to 
the project will be Linda Orenstein. 
The board members will be called 
upon to provide expertise in spe¬ 
cialized areas and to serve as spea 
kers for the program. 

Closer Rapport 

The program aims for a close 
rapport between the police and the 
people of Greenbelt. This purpose 
becomes important as the city ex¬ 
pands, bringing an influx of new 
residents. The Department wants 
to know and become involved with 
people and in turn wants citizens 
to identify with the officers and 
work with them in the enlarged 
community. The Police Depart¬ 
ment wishes to familiarize everyone 
with their emergency response ca¬ 
pability, enabling residents to un¬ 
derstand the role they play in vary¬ 
ing criminal, civil and emergency 
circumstances. 

Another goal of the Awareness 
Program is to stress the importance 
of security in the home and to 
suggest personal safety measures. 
Discussions between residents and 
officers will in time lead to a 
neighborhood watch program 
whereby the Police Community Re¬ 
lations Team would work with cit¬ 
izens on problems such as women 
living alone, women alone with chil¬ 
dren and other difficult situations. 
The team of officers plans to offer 
seminars or workshops on these 
topics when the project is fully op¬ 
erational. 

The program which will be pre¬ 
sented to Charlestowne Village res¬ 
idents will be attended by the 
States Attorney, Court Commission¬ 
er and a representative of the Fire 
Department. Following the main 
presentation these experts, as well 
as the team of police officers, will 
answer questions on material dis¬ 
cussed in the presentation. 

Charlestowne Village will be the 
first group of Greenbelt residents 
to participate in the Community 
Awareness Program as they were 
the first to request inclusion in the 
project. Future meetings will in¬ 
volve those in other areas, such as 
Lakeside North, Greenbelt Homes 
Inc., and Boxwood Village. 
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Greenbelt Clergy Sees Need 
For Community Info. Source

The Greenbelt Clergy has been exploring how best to get 
Information about the community to new residents, especially those 
in the apartments and condominiums who are separated from the 
core of the city. An association of religious leaders, the Greenbelt 
Clergy has been pursuing its goal of “making Greenbelt a better 
community for all residents,” through its quarterly luncheon meet¬ 
ings. Invited guests have included community leaders from the 
city, housing and apartment developments, and civic and service 
organizations. 


At the most recent meeting, No¬ 
vember 16, the Rev. Ed Birner an¬ 
nounced that a commercial firm 
(Consolidated Publishing Services) 
is planning to publish and distri¬ 
bute free of charge, a telephone di¬ 
rectory for the Greenbelt-College 
Park area. The firm would be 
interested, he said, in giving over 
a section in the front of the direc¬ 
tory to information about the city 
and its organizations similar to 
what the now out-dated Lion’s Club 
Greenbelt directories contained. 

Pertinent information could be in¬ 
cluded about city services, taxes, 
election procedures, civic organiza¬ 
tions, church and synagogues, fire 
department, and schools. Such in¬ 
formation would serve both as a 
welcome kit for new residents and 
a ready reference for everyone. A 
committee will look in more detail 
at the firm’s proposal. 

In the meantime a second com¬ 
mittee will begin to update the in¬ 
formation in the last Lion’s club 
directory and add new items where 
needed. Each organization will re¬ 
ceive in the mail a copy of its old 
information, which should be up¬ 
dated and returned to the commit¬ 
tee. Ivan Lindahl, president of the 
Lion’s Club, stated that his organi¬ 
zation would take charge of collec¬ 
ting the data. Lindahl will serve as 
chairman. Any organization which 
does not hear from the committee 
during the next two months and

Many people knew Sari Shiren, 
and there were probably as many 
different Saris as there were people 
who knew her. 

My particular Sari would call 
around six o’clock in the evening 
and ask if I wanted to go out to 
dinner. As often as not, I would 
tell my kids that dinner was cook¬ 
ing on the stove, and then I would 
go to pick up Sari. Any excursion 
with Sari was an adventure. She 
would walk out to the car, a gallant 
little figure in toreador pants, a 
cape, and a jaunty hat. “Do I look 
all right?” she would ask a little 
anxiously. And I would reply with 
perfect sincerity that she looked 
exactly right. 

At a restaurant, Sari was exact¬ 
ing in her requests. If I had made 
similar demands, I might have had 
a glass of water poured on my 
head. But all the personnel loved 
Sari. They would vie with each 
other to do her bidding. They tele¬ 
phoned her at home, and sometimes 
they visited her. 

As her clothes were precisely 
right for her, so was her home. 
Her living room was a studio, with 
finished and unfinished portraits on 
the walls and on easels. And next 
to the paintings, one might find 
illustrations she had cut out of 
magazines, incongruous, but some¬ 
how fitting. 

Sari loved to invite friends for 
meals. Her soups were something 
special, with combinations of ingre¬ 
dients unheard of, but invariably 
delicious. Her concoctions were 
served up daintily and appetizingly, 
with a surprise for dessert, possibly 
a fruit compote or ice cream with 
,a special sauce. 

Although plagued with illnesses 
and accidents, Sari never complain¬ 
ed about her physical condition. 
Sometimes we didn’t know anything 
was wrong until she called up, say¬ 
ing, “I just got out of the hospital 
today, would you like to go out to 
dinner?” 

Sari liked to talk, and she held 

very definite opinions. But she was 
also one of the best listeners I have 
ever met. She could never remem¬ 
ber that there was one day in the 
week that I was not available, but 
she never forgot me when I had a 
problem. I don’t think there was 
anything that she wouldn’t have 
done for her family and her friends. 

And how she loved her family— 
most especially, of course, her 
daughter and little grand-daughter. 
Her relationship with the little girl 
was a special one. She never re¬ 
peated cute sayings or bragged of 
achievements. Instead she would 
say something like, “My grand¬ 
daughter is a wonderful human 
being.” Just before Sari’s death, 

I spoke to her son-in-law, who 
knew that the end was near. “This 
will be very hard on the baby,” he 
said. I told him I knew that the 
two had a very close attachment. 
“She is her best friend,” he said 
simply.

Winterizing” Your Car 

To avoid frustrating winter car 
problems and beat the rush to over- 
Piir^A^ed service stations when the 
-opthor gets really cold, the D.C. 
TV*d.s'or» of ArpoHcen Automo¬ 

bile Association urges local motor¬ 
ic to nteri re” their cars now. 

Most winter breakdowns could be 
avowed if a car is well tuned and 
motorists have checked possible 
trouble spots before the cold wea¬ 
ther hits. 

An engine tune-up, the first s^en 
in car winterizing, not onlv will 
assure ton engine performance 
during cold weather, but a’so car* 
heln increase fuel economy bv as 
much as 15 percent. 

Normally a tune-un consists of 
cleaning and regapping, or if ne- 
cessarv, replacing spark plugs 
points and condenser: cleaning and 
adjusting the carburetor: oil and 
oil filter change: engine timing ad ¬ 
justment: air filter check and valve 
adiustment, if needed. 

For winter car operation, a light¬ 
weight or variable grade motor oi 
such as lOvv-40 or 5w-40 is sugges 
ted. 

Fall is a good time to have the 
engine cooling system flushed tc 
remove dirt and rust, also check the 
radiator hoses and replace if crack 
ed or soft to the touch. Radiator 
should be filled with antifreeze 
water mixture. 

Check the fan belt for wear and 
replace if frayed. 

Have battery checked thoroughly 
to make sure it does not leak and 
is fully charged. Terminals should 
be cleaned and greased to pre\ r en* 
corrosion.

Check that ai 
lights are operating properly. Re 
place windshield wipers that arc 
cracked or leave streaks on the 
windshield. Fill the windshield 
cleaning fluid reservoir with solu 
tion containing antifreeze.

Don’t wait for the first flurry tc 
put on snow tires. Snow tires mus 
have a minimum tread of 2/32’

Studded tires are allowed in tht 
District?, Maryland and Virginia 
from October 15 to April 15. If 
using the studded tires, put then 
back on the same wheel they were 
on last year. They should not bt 
rotated. 

To be prepared for winter driv 
ing motorists should keep the fol 
lowing items in their car trunk: 
reinforced tire chains, sand or trac 
tion mats (make sure the sand i; 
dry and store in plastic bags) 
small shovel, ice scraper and snow 
brush, flashlight, flares, jumper 
cables and a blanket. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 

Senator Edward T. Conroy has 
pro-filed legislation designed to en¬ 
courage homeowners to purchase 
and use energy conservation mater¬ 
ials and devices. 

The Conroy bills include an in¬ 
come tax credit for energy conser¬ 
vation which provides a tax credit 
of 10% up to $400 for qualified ener¬ 
gy conserving items including storm 
or thermal windows and doors, 
caulking and weatherstripping and 
solar and wind energy equipment, 
among others. To provide addi¬ 


tional incentive for weatherizing 
homes a bill has been filed which 
exempts certified energy conserva¬ 
tion materials from the sales tax. 

Another bill will differentiate en¬ 
ergy conservation improvements 
from cosmetic improvements for 
property tax assessment purposes. 
These improvements made for ener¬ 
gy conservation purposes may not 
be considered improvements for a# 
sessment purposes. 

*T believe more people will parti 
cipate in energy conservation acti¬ 
vities when offered fair incentives 
rather than penalties”, said Conroy.

Having seen "Arsenic and Old 
Lace” quite a few times already, 
and realizing that if a local theatre 
group did a play, it would prob¬ 
ably be "Arsenic and Old Lace," 
I was a little reluctant to see the 
current product, which is being 
presented this week by the Gren¬ 
oble Theatre Guild. Nevertheless, 
for reasons of my own (mainly 
boredom and an almost empty wal¬ 
let) ; I decided to walk down the 
hill to the St. Hugh’s school build¬ 
ing to see the play. 

The first thing that struck me 
was that it seemed that the play 
took too long to really take off. 
Very little in the first few lines 
seemed even remotely interesting. 
However, the audience woke up 
immediately when Mortimer, a lead 
character, lifted the window seat 
to find , . , sorry, you'll have to 
watch the play to find that out. 

After that, the play became ex¬ 
tremely interesting, and the charac¬ 
ters showed more life. 

John Lebkicker as Teddy (Roose¬ 
velt?) was nothing short of delight¬ 
ful, and the sound effects (I think) 
associated with him were excellent. 
The part of Mortimer was played 
quite well by someone who looked 
a lot like Jeff Beyrent, but whose 
name was left out of the program. 
His single flaw was that he would 
occasionally swallow what should 
be excellent lines by speaking too 
quickly. Claudia Schreiber as El¬ 
aine also played her part to the 
hilt, as did Judith Holland and 
Marie Tousignant as the eccentric 
women who owned the house which 
was the setting of the entire play. 

The fact that these parts were 
done so well put more attention, un¬ 
fortunately, on some of the lesser 
"bit” parts, which obviously had 
received less attention. An excep¬ 
tion to that was Glen Muir, who 
made the bumbling policeman "O’¬ 
Hara'" the only convincing police¬ 
man’s part in the play. 

Special mention should be made 
of Tom Veiliette, who played Jon¬ 
athan, and Christopher Schreiber, 
who played Dr. Einstein. Their 
scene in the third act was brilliant. 
Even though many had seen the 
play before, everyone in the audi¬ 
ence was sitting on the edge of his 
or her seat.

Still A Community, But With A Lot of Changes 


(The following article written by Vivian Daion Rigdon is re¬ 
printed with permission as it appeared in the October 27, 1977, 
issue of the Prince Georges Sentinel.) 

There is a sameness about the buildings in Springhill Lake — 
a monotony broken only by a few town houses, trees splattered 
with fall colors, and by the fact that some balconies are adorned 
with blue squares, others with yellow ones. 

Squat, brick apartment buildings sprawl out in all directions — 
covering over 200 acres. 

In the late afternoon, only an occasional car is parked along 
the curb. Parking lots are half-empty and there is hardly any traffic. 

In a few hours, life will descend 
on Springhill Lake with surprising 
suddenness. At 6 p.m., the onee- 
empty streets are jammed with cars. 

Horns blare as impatient commu¬ 
ters tire of waiting to pull into 
spaces in the rapidly filling parking 
lots. 

Children scamper about on the 
sidewalks, pedal along in their plas¬ 
tic tricycles or whoosh past on 
skateboards. 

Its residents say Springhill Lake 
is more than just an apartment 
complex. It is also a community. 

And some say it is a community 
that has seen dramatic change 
since the first residents moved there 
in 1962. 


World-wide attention 

Seen as innovative in its early 
years, it attracted world-wide at¬ 
tention. Developer Edward Perkins 
remembers when a contingent of 
Russian officials visited intending 
to copy the design. There were 
other visitors from across the 
nation, and Springhill Lake was 
touted — even back then — not as 
just an apartment complex, but as 
a true community, with a com¬ 
munity house, trees and landscap¬ 
ing. 

The residents who moved in were 
primarily white, Democratic and 
upper middle class. But above all, 
they were active. 

John Lally, spokesperson for 
County Executive Winfield M. Kel¬ 
ly, Jr., said it was a Mesopotamia 
of political action from which 
sprouted activists such as Marcia 
Krasnick, executive director of the 
Democratic Party, and Tom Dugan, 
a board of elections supervisor. 

At one time, fears were expressed 
that the 12,000-resident community 
would dominate Greenbelt city poli¬ 
tics. 

The civic association was deman¬ 
ding a polling place and a recrea¬ 
tion center. Residents were filling 
the ranks of citizen advisory boards 
and in 1973, two Springhill Lake 
residents ran for city council. 

In 1968, more than 2,600 Spring¬ 
hill Lake residents reportedly turn¬ 
ed out at the polls on election day 
— although there was then no 
polling place in the community and 
residents had to travel across town 
to old Greenbelt. 

* * * 

Today there is no civic associa¬ 
tion. Only 160 Springhill Lake resi¬ 
dents voted in this year’s city elec¬ 
tion — although the community now 
has its own polling place. 

Things have changed 

Mayor Pro-tem Gil Weidenfeld 
says only one resident of the apart¬ 
ment complex still serves on citizen 
advisory boards. 

Residents express overwhelming 
disgust at a barren mound of red 
clay on one side of the community. 
Once a dense woods of pine, oak 
and maple trees, it is now the site 
of a future office building. 

Plans slipped through Greenbelt 
council for approval with no one in 
Springhill Lake expressing discon¬ 
tent, Marcia Krasnick says, because 
no one knew about it. Notification 
was published in the city newspa¬ 
per, but no one noticed, or if they 
did, they were apathetic, she says. 

What happened? 

“There used to be a great number 
of people involved in the citizen ad¬ 
visory boards,” says Weidenfeld 
himself a former Springhill Lake 
resident, “but they all moved out. 
Now, I don’t know the new people. 

“What they really need is a nu¬ 
cleus of new people to be concerned 
about what is going on in the city. 
The old nucleus moved out and in¬ 
terest just dwindled. Maybe the 
people moving in are just not as 
interested in being involved as the 
people who were there in the past.” 


Some disagreement 

Some disagree. On a recent after¬ 
noon, three long-time Springhill 
Lake residents sat at the communi¬ 
ty house there, talking about the 
activism that they say still exists. 

The civic association may have 
dissolved, said Salva Holloman, but 
residents still actively organize 
pool parties, dances, and holiday 
festivities. “There's all kinds of 
things going on constantly,” Hollo¬ 
man said. “At the recreation center 
they have basketball weight lifting. 
There’s two swimming pools, tennis 
courts and Little League baseball. 

“My kids don’t want to move. I 
have a 10-year-old and a 14-year- 
old and they love it here . . . 

“I have a friend who moved to 
Bowie and she hates it. Her kids 
don’t like it at all. They visit us 
every chance they get. In Bowie, 
you can't just roam around and 
run and go swimming or fishing 
when you want the way you can 
here.” 

Janet Whittington echoed her 
sentiments, and said the commun¬ 
ity has the advantages of small 
town, along with the conveniences 
of living in a city. 

There are trees, a fishing pond, 
a good sledding hill and open space, 
Whittington said. At the same time, 
“you can walk to everything. Ev 
erything you need is right here in 
the shopping center. And you get 
personalized service there. 

“The pharmacist doesn’t just 
hand you your prescription and tell 
you to get lost. He keeps your rec¬ 
ords and he tells you how the med¬ 
icine will affect you and whether 
it shouldn’t be taken with some 
other medicine. 

“You can call him any time. I’ve 
known him to come from home at 
one, two o’clock in the morning 
when someone get sick.” 

Martha Sutton, the community’s 
paid social director, edits a free ten- 
page monthly newspaper which 
goes out to all Springhill Lake resi¬ 
dents. It announces classes, dances, 
trips to Williamsburg or the Ken¬ 
nedy Center, kids baseball leagues, 
parties, and anything else of inter ¬ 
est. 

Professionally printed on heavy- 
bond paper, it began as a single 
mimeographed sheet of paper abv>ut 
13 or 14 years ago, Whittington 
said. 

Missing is any mention of any¬ 
thing political. 

According to Alice Schultz, a 
Springhill Lake Democratic Elec¬ 
tion Judge, that is not surprising 
because there isn’t any political 
activity of any kind. 

Participation difficult 

“People have moved or gone to 
work,” Schultz said. “The civic 
association went downhill. There’s 
still two people who are involved 
— Raymond and Marcia Krasnick. 
They try to get participation, but 
it’s difficult.” 

Even the enthusiasm for social 
activities has dwindled, Schultz 
said. “There’s apathy as far as join¬ 
ing organizations like the PTA,” 
like the Little League. But it's very 
with social functions and things 
like the Little League, But its very 
limited. I guess it’s just the times 
we live in. In many areas, including 
here, more women are working and 
they just don’t have time to volun¬ 
teer.” 

Shultz said residents of her build¬ 
ing and the five surrounding it 
used to get together for block par¬ 
ty-style picnics. But they haven’t 
done that in years. “The friends I 
made have all moved,” she said. “It’s 
changed a lot . . . the element has 
changed. The people now don’t seem 
to care what the place looks like 
the way they used to. They’ll drop 
papers around in the hallways and 
just leave them. I had a plant out¬ 


side the door and somebody wreck¬ 
ed it two or three times.” 

The population has changed, ac¬ 
cording to Springhill Lake Elemen¬ 
tary School Principal Stanley J. 
Klein. 

More single persons without chil¬ 
dren are moving in and the school’s 
enrollment dropped sharply, he said. 
At the same time, the number of 
students from broken homes has 
been increasing. A conservative 
estimate of the number of young¬ 
sters from single-parent families 
would be close to 25 per cent, he 
said. 

The number of low-income res¬ 
idents has apparently risen, Klein 
said, judging from a sharp increase 
in the number of youngsters re¬ 
ceiving free lunches. 

Most of the parents work, Klein 
said, so they don’t have time to be 
involved in the PTA. Last year, :t 
wasn’t until after Christmas that a 
slate of PTA officers could be sworn 
in. 

It is difficult to find residents wil¬ 
ling to serve as PTA officers now, 
but Marcia Krasnick remembers 
a time when the community was 
emotionally involved in the PTA 
and a furor arose, with slates of 
officers pitted against each other. 
Tt’s just different’ 

“In those days there was a lot of 
feeling for the school,” the raven¬ 
haired woman mused during a re¬ 
cent conversation in her Springhill 
Lake living room. “There still is I 
guess. It’s just different. 

“I guess I expect mothers with 
kindergartners to go to school and 
do what I did. To be room mothers. 
It's there, but on a very limited 
basis. So many more mothers are 
v/orking now.” 

Still she says, “It’s the kind of 
community where you really give 
a damn. The head groundskeeper’s 
wife died, and to walk into that 
chapel and see all the flowers. It 
was amazing. From people who live 
here.” 

Tragedy, she said, brings the res¬ 
idents together as a community. 
“Families have been burned out, 
and the whole community rallies a- 
round them, donating more food 
and clothing than they could pos¬ 
sibly need. It’s a beautiful thing to
